Multi-Handicapped Unit 
Established at CSDR

A unit for multi-handicapped children 
has been established at this school. The 
need for such a unit ds indicated by the 
results of a statewide survey carried out 
for the State Department of Education by 
Dr. Donald Calvert, Director of the San 
Francisco Hearing and Speech Center, in 
the spring of 1968. Dr. Calvert’s survey 
identified 984 children under the age of 
fifteen with one or more handicaps in 
addition to deafness. He further estimated 
that 784 children were affected by the 
Rubella epidemics of 1964-65 and had not 
yet been identified by agencies that serve 
deaf children. Thus, there were an esti- 
mated 1,732 multi-handicapped deaf chil- 
dren in California as of May 1, 1968. 

In this first, phase of development, the 
new unit is to provide a program for thirty 
children between the ages of six and four- 
teen who are deaf-educable mentally 
retarded and/or emotionally disturbed. 
Eighteen children are currently enrolled 
and thirteen girls will be added to this 
number when our portable classroom and 
dormitory units have been delivered. These 
units were requested last spring, but there 
have been several delays in acquiring them. 

A ratio of one teacher to four students 
is being maintained in most classes. This 
small class size is necessary because of the 
behavior problems presented by many of 
the children and the need for a highly 
individualized instructional program be- 
cause of their varying educational back- 
grounds. 

Behavior modification techniques are 
being employed in the classroom and dorm- 
itory. The behavior modification program 
is a modified version of the “Engineered 
Classroom” developed by Dr. Frank Hew- 
ett in the “Santa Monica Project”. These 
techniques 'have proved highly effective in 
an earlier experimental program with emo- 
tionally disturbed deaf boys at this school. 


Each of the children receive checkmarks 
from their teacher at regular intervals 
during the day. These checkmarks are 
awarded for beginning and completing 
assigned tasks and for appropriate behav- 
ior. The checkmarks are recorded on indi- 
vidual work record cards and may be ex- 
changed for candy or money rewards when 
the minimum number necessary to receive 
a reward have been earned. The number 
of checkmarks earned each day are re- 
corded on a graph card. This graph card 
provides the child with a record of his 
behavior over a period of one month. 

A checkcard system is also used in the 
dormitory. Three checkmarks may be 
earned every fifteen minutes for appro- 
priate behavior during the various dormi- 
tory activities. Checkcards are exchanged 
for candy rewards every evening for the 
younger children. Older children may save 
their cards and exchange them for trips 
to the store, bowling, and other off-campus 
activities. A graph card showing the num- 
ber of checkmarks earned each day is dis- 
played on the bulletin board in the child’s 
room. 

All of the children with one exception 
are residential students. It is. felt that 
consistent application of behavior modifi- 
cation techniques in a residential setting 
will be more effective in modifying mal- 
adaptive behavior that have been learned 
in the past. An added benefit of the 
residential program are the activities car- 
ried on by the dormitory staff which are 
intended to reinforce the concepts taught 
by the classroom teacher. The counselors 
■are provided with copies of the teacher’s 
weekly lesson plans and they have access 
to instructional materials necessary for 
carrying out these reinforcing activities. 

A parent education program is being 
provided through a series of ; meetings

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Do You Have a Moment? 

From time to time we have had pupils 
bring various items from home which can 
cause serious injury. Some of these things 
are knives, hand guns, slingshots, and even 
a mortar casing. No one has been killed, 
but in the case of the mortar shell casing, 
several boys exploded the primer and re- 
ceived flash burns. They could have lost 
their eyesight 'but they were lucky. Sling- 
shots are very dangerous and we have 
lost a few lights and windows because of 
them. No-one has been injured by a sling- 
shot but it could easily happen. 

I think what concerns me the most is 
the lack of concern on the part of the 
students as to the danger involved. They 
are more concerned with getting caught 
than destroying property or hurting some- 
one. 

There are many rules which govern the 
things which may be brought on this cam- 
pus and perhaps this is a good time to 
review them. Slingshots are illegal when 
used inside the city limits of Riverside. 
They are not permitted on this campus 
at any time. Knives are not permitted, 
whether they are kept in the dorm or in a 
pocket. Any type of gun is against the law 
on state property. Other items would in- 
clude firecrackers, cherry salutes, any 
type of billy club, or anything which might 
be converted into a weapon. 

I am sure that as parents you are con- 
cerned with the safety and general wel- 
fare of your children. We have the respon- 
sibility of inspiring your children's safety 
five days a week and 24 hours each day. 
Tb'iMure this safety we need all the help 
we can’ get and this includes the cooper- 
ation of all parents of our pupils. 


How many of you fathers have shown 
your sons how to hunt properly? Does 
your son know how dangerous a gun can 
be? Have you ever demonstrated the de- 
structive force of a bullet, a slingshot or a 
bow and arrow? What sort of experiences 
have you provided for your children? 1 
feel the best appproach would be to pro- 
vide the pupils with the proper inform- 
ation and experiences. At-home super- 
vision would be the key word in relation 
to the use of the items mentioned above. 
Most counties do not permit the use of 
firearms of any sort unless you have a 
license and are in authorized areas. Most 
of all we do not want these objects brought 
to our campus. They are illegal and serve 
no useful benefit or service. With your help 
we can -avoid any future accident which 
might occur. We don't want anyone to 
get hurt, especially your children.

that are held on Sunday afternoons when 
the parents return their children to 
school. This program is designed to help 
parents -acquire a basic understanding of 
the educational and psychological impli- 
cations of deafness. It will also provide 
them with practical suggestions for activ- 
ities that they can carry out at home 
with their child that will complement the 
efforts of staff members to bring about 
desired behavior changes and develop basic 
language skills. Every Friday parents 
are provided with a copy of the teacher’s 
lesson plan for the week. These plans 
include behavioral objectives, teaching 
procedures, evaluation procedures and 
suggestions for simple instructional activ- 
ities and materials that can be utilized by 
parents. Parents have also been asked 
to enroll in a manual communication 
class in their area of residence to facilitate 
better communication with their children. 

Members of the teaching staff are devot- 
ing a great deal of time and effort to curri- 
culum planning and the development of 
instructional materials. The limited educa- 
tional backgrounds and ability levels of the 
majority of the children in the unit pre- 
clude the use of textbooks and other com- 
mercially available . teaching materials. 
Almost all of the instructional materials 
used in the unit are teacher-made. We are 
gradually developing, testing, and’ produc- 
ing a collection of materials that can be 
used by other teachers as the unit grows 
in size. . 

A request has been submitted to the 
state legislature for funding that will per- 
mit the unit to enter into its second phase 
of development during 1970-71 with an 
anticipated enrollment of sixty children 
with a variety of handicapping conditions 
in addition to deafness. It is anticipated 
that a permanent unit designed to serve 
two hundred children will be in operation 
by 1972.

High School — 

TITLE: The Killer Tiling; 

AUTHOR: Kate Wilhelm 

It is the 22nd century. Mankind as we 
know it has spread throughout the uni- 
verse, brutally conquering planets, strip- 
ping them for its own wants and needs. If 
any world had an intelligent species, it has 
been reduced to slavery. There come rum- 
ors of a race mightier than man, the 
Outsiders, who are detrmined to drive Man 
back to his ancestral home. 

Now then — a robot built by a sub- 
jugated race is at large; with a two mile 
laser, it has destroyed military bases on 
various planets. The robot has been chased 
down to an uninhabited, desert world. 
Pursuing it is Captain Trace, a trained 
soldier from Earth. Trace must try to 
destroy the robot's only means of leaving 
the planet — its dinghy. He leads the 
robot on a chase to lure it away from its 
ship (which had been damaged in the 
landing) and then doubles back. He has 
six days in which he can search in freedom 
for the dinghy which is shielded by an in- 
visibility screen. 

But Trace is alone — his partner had 
been killed , on landing. And he has time 
to think, which is one thing a soldier 
must never do, else he might question 
his orders. Also, Trace becomes subject 
to fever and hallucinations. Will he destroy 
the robot’s threat to humanity? Or will he 
decide that the tyranny of Earth should 
end. 

With this book, I discover that I seem 
to enjoy novels with simple plots best — 
though that may only be because I’m too 
lazy to figure out complicated plots. This 
book tells a '‘chase” story — about as simple 
as you can get. I regard it as a “charac- 
ter study” (a term I invented upon read- 
ing Bridge over the River Kwai), its’ pre- 
mise being: take an agent of a brutal, ty- 
rannical empire, give him an assignment 
in which ,he is alone with time to think — 
then hand him the means to destroy that 
empire or give it renewed strength. The 
Killer Thing is one of the year’s best books 
in my view, and a contender for the 
“Hugo” as the year’s best science-fiction 
novel. Kate Wilhelm’s handling of her male 


protagonist is superbly successful. I look 
forward to reading more of her work. 

Every time I read a bad science-fiction 
novel, my interest in general science - 
fiction plummets. When I read a good one, 
it’s boosted (by the way, I’m a novel man). 
This novel marks my second reading of 
any science-fiction novel by a female 
writer (the first was Ursula K. LeGuin; 
I once liked Andre Norton, but I removed 
her novels from my shelves and gave 
them away, labeling them “adventure 
yarns”). This book changed my opinion 
that a woman author could not write a 
good science-fiction novel.

CSDR Basketball 

After one of the best football seasons 
ever at CSDR, the basketball team swung 
into high gear immediately under their 
new coach, Seymour Bernstein, and got 
off to the best start in many years. 

In two practice games with Twin Pines, 
the Cubs won impressive victories, 73-43 in 
the first and 65-55 in the second game. A 
combination of real team work plus the 
the shooting of the starters, Leadingham, 
Watson, Ewald, Butterfield, and Smith, 
gave the coach an opportunity to play 
some of his subs. 

In opening league play, CSDR over- 
powered Boys’ Republic 80-33 in one of the 
highest scoring games of any CSDR team.
